Advisory Committee on Land Reforms 

No. 1/1/64 -LR. — The Planning Commission had set up a 
Panel on Land Reform in May 1955 with the object of review- 
ing progress in the implementation of land policy recommend- 
ed in the First Five Year Plan and considering further steps 
in connection with the Second Five Year Plan.

RESOLUTION 

No. 6(10) / 61-Tech. 1 . — The Government of India have been 
considering for some time past the ways and means of secur- 
ing an accelerated, coordinated and effective implementation 
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of the programme of the development and popularisation of 
subsidiary and protective foods. The problem of the con- 
servation and effective utilisation of existing food resources, 
and the augmentation of these resources by the application of 
th# results of scientific research and technological investiga- 
tions conducted in the country has also been engaging the 
attention of Government. Tt is being increasingly recognised 
that the need to plan and coordinate these efforts systemati- 
cally and properly under a sense of urgency and achievement, 
has become particularly important and pressing in the context 
of the heavy dependence of the country on cereals and the 
natural need for reducing such dependence. Committees such 
as the Foodgrains Enquiry Committee and the Working Group 
on Subsidiary Foods have stressed the necessity and impor- 
tance of taking urgent action in this regard. Apart from this, 
the problem of malnutrition and undernutrition has to be 
tackled by ensuring a diversification of the average Indian 
dietary so as lo make it approximate more closely to a 
balanced diet. Considering the importance of supplementary 
and protective foods in the field of applied nutrition, a modest 
beginning has been made by including a few schemes in the 
•bird Five Year Plan. The activities need to be expanded 
and the foundations of a proper food and nutrition pro- 
gramme laid firmly and surely. The Government of India 
have, therefore, decided to establish a Food and Nufrition 
Board in the Ministry Of Food and Agriculture (Department 
of Food) in order that it could pay exclusive attention to the 
various connected problems in this field and draw up and 
implement programmes expeditiously and effectively. The 
existing Subsidiary Foods and Nufrition Wing in the Depart- 
ment of Food will be suitably reorganised. 

Functions of the Board 

2. The Board will work oul policies and advise Govern- 
ment and undertake, aid, promote and coordinate aclivities in 
regard to ; — 

(i) die development and popularisation of subsidiary 
and protective foods, 

(ii) nutrition, food extension and food management, 

(iii) die conservation and efficient utilisation as well as 
augmentation of food resources, 

liv) food preservation, processing, packaging, transporta- 
tion and other technological aids, and 

(v) such other matters as the Board may consider 
necessary, incidental or conducive to the attainment 
ol' Ihe above objects. 

Composition 

3. The composition of the Board will be as follows : —

(1) Secretory to the Government of Tndia, Ministry of 
Food and Agriculture (Dept, of Food).

( 6 ) Director, Nutrition Research Laboratory, Hyderabad. 

( 7 ) One representative of the Ministry of Community 
Development and Cooperation, 

(8) Director General, Council of Scientific & Industrial 
Research or his representative, 

(9) One representative of the Ministry of Health. 

(10) A whole-time Executive Director. 

Member Secretary 

(11) Technical Adviser, Ministry of Food and Agriculture 
(Dept, of Food), 

The Chairman may authorise any other member(s) of the 
Board to exercise such functions or powers on his behalf as 
he may consider necessary. He may also co-opt any other 
officials or non-olllcials as members of the Board for any 
particular meetings. In the absence of the Chairman, another 
member nominated by him will preside over the Board’s meet- 
ing and exercise the powers of the Chairman subject to formal 
approval by the Chairman of the decisions of the meeting. 
The Board may constitute such Committees as it may deem 
necessary from time to time and delegate such powers to these 
committees as it may consider appropriate. 

Status and powers of the Board 

4. The Board will exercise such powers as may he delegat- 
ed to it by the Ministry of Food and Agriculture in regard to 
financial, administrative and other matters, In respect of 
matters exceeding the financial powers of a Ministry and 
requiring the concurrence of the Ministry of Finance, the 


Member (Finance) shall communicate concurrence on behalf 
of the Ministry of Finance. 

Secretariat of the Board and Executive Ann 

5. The Board shall have a secretariat consisting of a Secre- 
tary, who may be assisted by one or more Assistant Secreta- 
ries and such other stall as may be found necessary. The 
Board shall also have under its control and supervision an 
organisation for formulating and executing programmes and 
for assisting in the formulation of its policies, budget, etc. 
'The head of this organisation will he a full-time member of 
the Board with ihe designation of Executive Director.

6. The Board’s budget estimates shall be prepared in 
accordance with the s’ules, orders and instructions in force in 
the Government and with the concurrence of Member 
(Finance) and shall then be approved by the Board. The 
approved budget proposals shall then be communicated by the 
Ministry of Food and Agriculture (Department of Food) as 
a section of its budget to the Ministry of Finance. 

Decisions and Orders of the Board 

7. The Board’s decisions, orders, sanctions, instructions, 
etc. shall be communicated under the signature of the Secre- 
tary or Assistant Secretary. 

Transaction of business 

8. The Board shall frame its own rules of procedure for 
the transaction and conduct of its business. 

9. In the exercise of its functions the Board shall be subject 
to such directions and instructions as Government may issue 
from time to time and Government may require its previous 
approval to be obtained in respect of such matters as it may 
specify from time to time.
